We,  the  undersigned,  all  being  persons  of 
full  age,  and  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
and  residents  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
desiring  to  form  a  corporation,  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Membership  Corpora- 
tion Law  of  the  State  of  New  York,  do 
hereby  make,  sign,  acknowledge  and  file  this 
certificate  for  that  purpose  as  follows : 

FIRST.  The  name  of  the  proposed  cor- 
poration is  UNIVERSITY  CLUB  OF  SYRACUSE. 

SECOND.  The  particular  objects  for  which 
the  corporation  is  to  be  formed  are  the  pro- 
motion of  social  intercourse  among  the  mem- 
bers thereof,  and  the  advancement  of  the 
mutual  interests  of  the  universities  and  col- 
leges of  which  such  members  are  alumni. 

THIRD.    The  territory  in  which  the  opera- 
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tions  of  said  corporation  are  to  be  principally 
conducted,  and  the  city  in  which  its  princi- 
pal office  is  to  be  located,  are  the  City  of 
Syracuse,  in  Onondaga  County,  in  the  State 
of  New  York.

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I 

NAME 

The  name  of  this  Association  is  UNIVERSITY 
CLUB  OF  SYRACUSE. 

ARTICLE  II 

OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  DUTIES 

SECTION  I .  The  officers  of  the  Club  shall 
be  a  President,  a  Vice-President,  a  Secretary, 
and  a  Treasurer. 

SECTION  2.  The  President,  and  in  his 
absence  the  Vice-President,  shall  preside  at 
the  meetings  of  the  Club  and  of  the  Board 
of  Directors.  In  the  event  of  their  absence 
any  member  may  be  selected  as  presiding 
officer  of  such  meeting.  The  President  shall, 
with  the  Secretary,  sign  all  written  contracts 
and  obligations  of  the  Club. 

SECTION  3.  (As  amended  September  26, 
1903.)  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  rev- 
enues of  the  Club,  shall  keep  its  accounts 
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and  report  thereon  at  each  regular  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Directors.  He  shall  pay  bills 
when  approved  by  the  Finance  Committee 
or  other  agency  authorized  to  incur  them. 
He  shall  notify  persons  elected  to  member- 
ship of  their  election.  He  shall  also  give  a 
bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  du- 
ties in  such  sum  as  may  be  required  by  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

SECTION  4.  The  Secretary  shall  conduct 
the  correspondence  and  keep  the  records  of 
the  Club  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and 
shall  give  notice  of  their  meetings.  He  shall 
inform  the  Treasurer  of  all  transfers  affecting 
the  membership.  He  shall  have  the  custody 
of  the  seal  of  the  Club. 

SECTION  5.  Each  officer  shall  also  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned 
by  the  Club  or  the  Board  of  Directors. 

ARTICLE  III 

BOARD    OF   DIRECTORS 

SECTION  I .  The  Board  of  Directors  shall 
consist  of  the  officers  of  the  Club  and  of  nine 
Directors,  to  be  elected  as  herein  provided. 

The  Board  shall  control  and  manage  the 
affairs,  funds,  property  and  expenditures  of 
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the  Club;  shall  carry  out  its  purposes  and 
promulgate  and  execute  its  By-Laws. 

SECTION  2.  The  Directors  shall  be  di- 
vided into  three  classes  of  three  members 
each.  The  term  of  office  of  each  class  shall 
be  three  years  and  until  successors  are  elected, 
except  that  the  Directors  to  be  elected  at  the 
first  meeting  shall  immediately  thereafter 
be  divided  by  lot  into  three  classes,  to  hold 
office  until  the  second,  third  and  fourth  an- 
nual meetings  respectively.  At  each  annual 
meeting  after  the  first,  three  directors  shall 
be  elected  by  the  Club,  by  ballot,  to  succeed 
the  class  whose  term  then  expires.  The 
three  candidates  having  the  highest  num- 
ber of  votes,  except  as  hereinafter  provided, 
shall  be  elected,  a  tie  to  be  decided  by  lot. 
The  Board  of  Directors  may  fill  vacancies  in 
the  Board  of  Directors  or  in  the  other  offices 
of  the  Club  occurring  therein  otherwise  than 
by  expiration  of  term. 

SECTION  3.  Not  more  than  one  of  the 
officers  and  not  more  than  one  of  the  nine 
Directors  shall  be  elected  from  the  Alumni 
of  any  one  University  or  College. 

In  the  event  that  a  candidate  for  office, 
who  was  graduated  from  the  same  college 
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or  university  as  an  officer  previously  elected, 
receives  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  such 
office,  the  votes  cast  for  him  shall  not  be 
considered,  but  the  candidate  for  such  office 
who  has  graduated  from  a  different  college 
or  university  than  an  officer  previously 
elected,  receiving  the  next  highest  number  of 
votes  for  such  office,  shall  be  elected  thereto. 
In  the  election  of  Directors  the  same  rule 
shall  apply,  and  the  Directors  receiving  the 
highest  number  of  votes,  being  Alumni 
of  different  colleges  or  universities,  shall  be 
elected. 

SECTION  4.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall 
consider  and  vote  upon,  separately,  by  bal- 
lot, all  candidates  for  membership  who  have 
become  eligible,  as  prescribed  in  Article  VII. 
Two  negative  votes  shall  reject  a  candidate. 

Its  proceedings  in  connection  with  such 
election  shall  be  secret  and  confidential.  No 
member  of  such  Board  shall  propose  or 
second  a  candidate  for  membership. 

SECTION  5.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall 
submit  at  each  annual  meeting  a  general  re- 
port of  the  affairs  of  the  Club,  which  shall 
be  distributed  to  members  five  days  before 
the  meeting. 
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SECTION  6.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall 
appoint  the  times  of,  and  hold  regular  meet- 
ings. Special  meetings  shall  be  held  when 
ordered  by  the  President  or  by  three  Direct- 
ors. Five  shall  be  a  quorum  of  the  Board. 

SECTION  7.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall 
make  rules  regulating  the  use  of  the  rooms 
and  property  of  the  Club  by  members  and 
guests,  and  for  admitting  guests,  and  may 
make  rules  not  inconsistent  with  the  Con- 
stitution for  any  other  purpose,  and  pre- 
scribe and  enforce  penalties  for  their  breach. 

SECTION  8.  The  Board  of  Directors  may 
remit  penalties  in  its  discretion. 

SECTION  9.  Any  member  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  who  shall  be  absent  from  three 
successive  regular  meetings  without  satis- 
factory explanation  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
resigned. 

ARTICLE  IV 

STANDING   COMMITTEES 

SECTION  I.  There  shall  be  the  following 
Standing  Committees:  House  Committee, 
Library  Committee,  Entertainment  Commit- 
tee, Finance  Committee  and  Committee  on 
Admissions.  Each  of  the  foregoing  shall  be 
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of  such  number  as  the  Board  of  Directors 
shall  from  time  to  time  determine,  and  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Board  from  its  own 
members  or  from  the  Club  at  large;  but  at 
least  one  member  of  each  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Directors.  Each  Standing 
Committee,  subject  to  the  direction  and  con- 
trol of  the  Board  of  Directors,  may  make 
rules  for  its  own  government,  and  to  regu- 
late the  matters  with  which  it  is  specially 
charged,  and  may  prescribe  and  enforce  pen- 
alties for  their  breach. 

SECTION  2.  The  House  Committee,  sub- 
ject to  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  shall  have  charge  of  the  Club 
rooms,  employ  and  discharge  servants,  pro- 
vide furniture  and  supplies  and  audit  bills 
therefor.  It  shall  consider  complaints  and 
suggestions  of  members,  and  report  thereon 
to  the  Board  of  Directors. 

SECTION  3.  The  Library  Committee,  sub- 
ject to  the  direction  and  control  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  shall  have  charge  of  the 
Library  and  Reading  Room,  and  of  the 
books,  papers,  periodicals  and  works  of  art 
belonging  to  the  Club,  and  may  ask  and 
receive  gifts  and  purchase  books,  periodi- 
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cals  and  works  of  art  for  the  Club,  to  the 
amount  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, and  audit  bills  therefor. 

SECTION  4.  The  Finance  Committee 
shall  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer 
and  report  thereon  to  the  Board  of  Directors. 
It  shall  have  such  additional  powers  and  du- 
ties as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  prescribe. 

SECTION  5.  The  Committee  on  Admis- 
sions shall  have  the  entire  charge  of  all  ap- 
plications for  membership,  shall  direct  the 
proper  posting  of  the  same,  shall  conduct  all 
correspondence  and  investigations  regarding 
the  same,  and  shall  report  on  them  to  each 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  All  its 
proceedings  shall  be  secret. 

ARTICLE  V 

NOMINATIONS 

Before  each  annual  meeting,  the  Board 
of  Directors  shall  appoint  a  committee  of 
five  members  who  shall  nominate  candidates 
for  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary, 
Treasurer,  and  Directors.  The  names  of 
such  candidates  shall  be  posted  in  the  house 
at  least  fifteen  days  before  election.  Any 
five  members  of  the  Club  may  nominate 
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other  candidates  for  all  or  any  such  offices, 
but  the  names  of  all  such  candidates  shall 
be  posted  in  the  house  at  least  seven  days 
before  the  election.  No  person  shall  be 
elected  whose  name  is  not  so  posted,  unless 
no  nominations  are  made  and  posted  by  a 
Nominating  Committee,  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided, in  which  event  any  resident  mem- 
bers of  the  Club  may  be  elected  except  as 
heretofore  provided. 

ARTICLE  VI 

CLUB   MEETINGS 

SECTION  I.  There  shall  be  an  annual 
meeting  of  the  Club  on  the  last  Thursday  in 
September. 

At  the  annual  meeting  the  order  of  busi- 
ness, after  the  reading  of  the  minutes, 
shall  be: 

a.     The  election  of  officers  and  of  Directors. 

6.  The  reports  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
and  of  Standing  and  Special  Committees. 

c.     General  business. 

SECTION  2.  The  President  may,  at  any 
time,  and  upon  the  written  request  of  fif- 
teen resident  members  shall,  call  a  special 
meeting  of  the  Club.  Such  request,  and  the 
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notice  of  every  special  meeting,  shall  state 
the  object  for  which  it  is  called,  and  no 
subject  not  stated  in  the  notice  thereof  shall 
be  acted  on  at  a  special  meeting. 

SECTION  3.  Notices  of  the  annual  and 
special  meetings  shall  be  posted  in  the  Club 
rooms  for  at  least  ten  days  before  such  meet- 
ings, unless  shorter  notice  be  directed  by  the 
Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  be  mailed  to 
the  members. 

SECTION  4.  Twenty  resident  members 
shall  be  a  quorum  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Club,  and  none  but  members  shall  be  pres- 
ent at  any  business  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII 

QUALIFICATIONS  AND  CLASSES  OF  MEMBERSHIP 

SECTION  i.  Any  man  shall  be  eligible  to 
membership  in  this  Club  who  has  received 
from  a  University  or  College  registered  by 
the  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State 
of  New  York  an  Academic,  Scientific  or 
Engineering  degree,  to  obtain  which,  in  reg- 
ular course,  at  least  three  years'  residence 
and  study  are  required;  or  who  shall  have 
received  an  honorary  degree  from  such  Uni- 
versity or  College;  or  who  shall  have  gradu- 
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ated  at  the  United'  States  Military  Academy 
or  at  the  United  States  Naval  Academy; 
provided  that  a  candidate  who  holds  an 
honorary  degree  only  shall  be  distinguished 
in  art,  literature,  science,  the  learned  profes- 
sions or  the  public  service. 

SECTION  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall 
determine  what  degrees  from  what  foreign 
Universities  shall  qualify  the  holders  for 
membership. 

SECTION  3.  Members  not  residing  or  hav- 
ing a  place  of  business  in  Onondaga  County, 
may  be  non-resident  members;  all  others 
shall  be  resident  members.  Non-resident 
members  shall  not  vote  or  hold  office  in  the 
Club. 

SECTION  4.  A  non-resident  member  shall 
become  a  resident  member  on  removing  his 
residence  or  place  of  business  to  Onondaga 
County,  and  shall  forthwith  notify  the 
Treasurer  thereof  in  writing.  A  resident 
member  who  shall  no  longer  reside  or  have 
a  place  of  business  in  Onondaga  County 
may  become  a  non-resident  member  upon 
notifying  the  Treasurer  thereof  in  writing. 

SECTION  5.  No  person  shall  be  consid- 
ered for  election  to  membership,  until  he 
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shall  be  proposed  by  a  member  and  seconded 
by  another  member  in  writing;  nor  until  his 
name,  the  kind  of  membership  desired — 
whether  resident  or  non-resident — the  de- 
tails of  his  qualifications  for  membership, 
degree,  department  or  name  of  the  Uni- 
versity from  which  he  received  a  degree, 
class,  length  of  stay,  etc.,  his  occupation 
and  residence,  and  the  name  of  his  proposer 
and  seconder  shall  have  been  entered  in  a 
book  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose  in  an  acces- 
sible place  in  the  Club  room,  and  shall  have 
also  been  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in 
the  house  for  at  least  two  weeks;  nor  until 
a  report  shall  have  been  made  upon  his 
name  by  the  Committee  on  Admissions. 

SECTION  6.  (As  amended  September  26, 
1903.)  Candidates  so  qualified  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  if  duly 
elected  by  such  Board  shall  become  mem- 
bers upon  payment  of  the  entrance  fee  and 
of  the  dues  for  the  current  fiscal  year;  but 
candidates  elected  after  the  1st  of  April  in 
any  year  shall  pay  but  half  such  dues  in  ad- 
dition to  the  entrance  fee,  and  candidates 
elected  in  July,  August  or  September,  shall 
pay  no  dues  for  the  current  year,  but  shall 
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pay  dues  for  the  year  to  begin  on  the  coming 
1st  of  October. 

The  election  of  any  candidate  shall  be 
void,  if  he  fail  to  make  payment  of  the  en- 
trance fee,  and  the  dues  payable  for  the 
current  year,  within  thirty  days  after  notice 
of  his  election  is  mailed,  addressed  to  him 
at  the  place  given  as  his  residence  by  his 
proposer. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

ENTRANCE   FEES   AND   DUES 

SECTION  I.  The  entrance  fee  shall  be 
ten  dollars  for  resident  members.  The  an- 
nual dues  shall  be  ten  dollars  for  resident 
members  and  five  dollars  for  non-resident 
members. 

SECTION  2.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Club 
shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  October,  and 
all  annual  dues  shall  be  payable  in  advance 
on  that  day.  The  status  of  a  member  on 
the  first  day  of  October  shall  determine 
whether*  he  shall  pay  resident  or  non-resi- 
dent dues  for  the  fiscal  year  then  beginning. 

SECTION  3.  Notice  of  dues  shall  be  sent 
by  the  Treasurer  to  every  member  in  Sep- 
tember of  every  year.  The  names  of  all 
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members  whose  annual  dues  remain  unpaid 
on  the  first  day  of  the  following  November 
shall  be  posted  in  the  Club  rooms,  and  a 
second  notice  shall  be  sent  to  them  by  the 
Treasurer,  and  if  the  dues  of  any  member 
remain  unpaid  on  the  first  day  of  the  fol- 
lowing December  he  shall  cease  to  be  a 
member  of  the  Club.  He  may  be  reinstated 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  upon  showing 
satisfactory  excuse  for  his  default,  and 
paying  such  dues. 

ARTICLE  IX 

RESIGNATION   AND   EXPULSION 

SECTION  I.  A  member  may  resign,  in 
writing  addressed  to  the  Secretary,  but  his 
resignation  shall  not  be  accepted  until  all 
his  indebtedness  to  the  Club  be  discharged. 

SECTION  2.  Any  member  may  be  sus- 
pended or  expelled  for  cause  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  fifteen  days'  previous  notice  in 
writing  having  been  given  him,  stating  the 
charges  made  against  him  and  affording  him 
an  opportunity  to  be  heard  thereon. 
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ARTICLE  X 

ADDRESSES 

SECTION  i.  A  book  shall  be  kept,  to  be 
in  the  charge  of  the  Secretary,  in  which 
each  member  shall  subscribe  his  name,  ad- 
dress, class  in  college,  and  any  and  all  de- 
grees conferred  upon  him,  and  by  what 
University  or  College. 

SECTION  2.  Any  member  may  enter  in  a 
book,  to  be  kept  at  the  house,  a  mail  ad- 
dress to  which  all  notices  to  be  sent  to  him 
under  the  By-Laws  or  Rules  shall  be  di- 
rected. In  default  of  such  entering,  such 
notices  may  be  served  by  mailing  them  ad- 
dressed to  him  at  the  place  given  as  his 
residence  in  the  list  of  members. 

ARTICLE  XI 

GAMBLING 

No  betting  or  playing  of  any  game  for 
stakes  shall  be  allowed  in  the  Club  rooms. 

ARTICLE  XII 

AMENDMENT   TO   CONSTITUTION 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any 
regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  Club,  at 
which  not  less  than  thirty-five  members  are 
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present,  by  a  vote  in  favor  of  the  amend- 
ment of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present, 
provided  that  notice  of  the  proposed  amend- 
ments shall  have  been  posted  by  the  Secre- 
tary openly  in  the  Club  rooms  at  least 
twenty  days  before  such  meeting,  and  shall 
have  been  mailed  to  each  member  at  least 
ten  days  before  such  meeting.  And  pro- 
vided also  that  such  amendment  shall  have 
been  previously  approved  by  a  majority  of 
all  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
The  Secretary  shall  so  post  and  mail  no- 
tices of  a  proposed  amendment  when  re- 
quested to  do  so  in  writing  by  the  Board  of 
Directors. 
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At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors held  February  3,  1900,  there  being 
present  the  President,  the  Secretary,  and 
Directors  Northrup,  Lewis,  Hazard  and  Jen- 
ney,  it  was  unanimously  resolved: 

That  the  total  membership  of  the  Club- 
resident  and  non-resident — be  limited  to  two 
hundred. 

At  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors held  February  7,  1903,  there  being 
present  the  President,  the  Treasurer,  and 
Directors  Northrup,  Lewis,  Wickes,  Farley, 
Hancock  and  Bardeen,  it  was  unanimously 
resolved : 

That  the  resident  membership  of  the  Club 
be  increased  to  two  hundred  and  fifty.

I 

The  Club  rooms  will  be  open  to  members 
at  all  times  during  the  twenty-four  hours, 
but  the  custodian  will  be  in  attendance  only 
from  II  A.  M.  to  12  P.  M.  Keys  will  be  fur- 
nished to  members  at  cost,  upon  application 
to  the  House  Committee  or  the  custodian. 
When  leaving  the  rooms,  in  the  absence  of 
the  custodian  or  other  servants,  members 
must  take  pains  to  see  that  the  windows  are 
closed,  the  lights  extinguished,  and  the  outer 
door  locked. 

II 

At  the  request  of  a  member  of  the  Club, 
any  Director  or  member  of  the  House  Com- 
mittee may  extend  the  privileges  of  the  Club 
for  a  period  of  fifteen  days  to  any  University 
or  College  graduate,  not  a  resident  of  the 
city.  Visitors'  cards,  properly  signed  and 
countersigned,  must  be  obtained  for  all 
guests  under  this  rule.

III 

A  member  may  also  personally  entertain 
in  the  Club  rooms  not  more  than  two  guests 
at  one  time,  without  restriction  as  to  their 
residence  or  college  co'nnection.  But  mem- 
bers are  expected  not  to  bring  undergrad- 
uates into  the  rooms  during  the  college  year, 
after  5  p.  M.,  except  when  special  invita- 
tions have  been  issued  to  non-members  for 
lectures. 

IV 

The  name  of  every  visitor  must  be  re- 
corded in  the  Visitors'  Book,  together  with 
the  date  and  the  name  of  the  member  intro- 
ducing him,  upon  the  occasion  of  each  visit 
to  the  Club  rooms. 

V 

Members  will  be  held  responsible  for  all 
guests  whom  they  introduce  or  entertain. 

VI 

The  privileges  of  visitors  may  be  termi- 
nated at  the  discretion  of  the  House 
Committee. 

VII 

No  book,  pamphlet,  newspaper,  or  other 
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property  of  the  club,  shall  be  mutilated  or 
removed  from  the  rooms.  All  damages  to 
Club  property  of  whatever  sort  must  be  paid 
for  by  the  member  causing  the  same,  the 
amount  to  be  assessed  by  the  House  Com- 
mittee. 

VIII 

No  fee  of  any  kind  shall  ever  be  given 
to  an  employee  of  the  Club  by  any  member 
or  guest;  nor  shall  an  employee  be  sent  out 
of  the  building  for  any  purpose  other  than 
upon  Club  business;  and  then  only  by  an 
officer  of  the  Club,  or  a  member  of  one  of 
the  Standing  Committees. 

IX 

No  subscription  paper  shall  be  circulated 
in  the  Club  rooms,  nor  any  article  exposed 
for  sale  there,  without  the  permission  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  or  the  House  Committee. 

X 

A  Suggestion  Book  will  be  found  in  the 
office  of  the  Club,  and  all  complaints  and 
suggestions  to  the  House  Committee  must 
be  entered  therein  and  signed  by  the  mem- 
ber or  members  making  the  same.  Members 
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desiring  to  make  confidential  communica- 
tions may  address  the  House  Committee 
in  writing,  under  a  sealed  cover. 

XI 

Round  games,  and  gambling  in  any  form, 
are  prohibited.  No  games  of  cards,  billiards 
or  pool  will  be  permitted  on  Sunday.  The 
tariff  and  regulations  for  the  use  of  the 
billiard  and  card  rooms  will  be  under  the 
control  of  the  House  Committee. 

XII 

All  house  accounts  are  due  on  the  first 
day  of  the  following  month.  Whenever  the 
accounts  of  any  member  shall  remain  un- 
paid for  sixty  days  after  they  are  due  they 
will  be  posted  in  the  Club  rooms;  and  if  the 
accounts  shall  remain  unpaid  for  sixty  days 
thereafter  the  member  will  be  dropped  from 
the  Club,  provided  such  action  is  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

XIII 

The  Library  Committee  shall  have  charge 
of  the  general  regulations  of  the  Library. 

XIV 
The  use  of  the  Alumni  Room  may  be  ob-

tained  for  any  alumni  organization,  college 
or  scientific  society,  upon  the  written  appli- 
cation of  a  member  of  the  Club  to  the  House 
Committee,  provided  such  use  does  not  con- 
flict with  any  Club  function.  And  provided 
also  that  the  meetings  are  conducted  without 
inconvenience  to  the  members  of  the  Club. 
The  member  in  whose  name  this  privilege 
is  issued  will  be  held  accountable  for  the 
manner  in  which  such  meetings  are  con- 
ducted, and  for  any  damage  to  Club  property 
which  may  occur. 

XV 

Except  by  permission  of  the  House  Com- 
mittee refreshments  will  be  served  only  in 
the  room  designated  for  entertainments. 

XVI 

No  member  shall  purchase  cigars  or  re- 
freshments for  any  other  member  of  the 
Club. 

XVII 

No  member  shall  date  or  address  from 
the  Club  any  communication  intended  to 
appear  in  any  newspaper,  periodical  or  other 
publication. 
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At  the  time  of  its  organization  the  Uni- 
versity Club  secured  by  the  generosity  of  its 
charter  members  a  small  library  of  standard 
books  of  a  general  nature.  To  this  has  been 
added  a  number  of  works  of  reference,  and 
a  collection  of  books  pertaining  especially 
to  college  and  university  affairs.  In  some 
cases  complete  sets  of  catalogues  have  been 
secured.  There  are  also  fraternity  cata- 
logues, college  and  university  song  books, 
annuals  published  by  the  students,  histori- 
cal and  biographical  books  upon  colleges  and 
universities  and  their  presidents,  faculties 
and  graduates,  fiction  of  a  distinctly  col- 
lege sort,  memorials,  reminiscences,  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  addresses  and  complete  catalogues 
such  as  the  Alumni  Record  of  Syracuse  Uni- 
versity published  in  1899. 

While  it  is  not  thought  advisable  to  at- 
tempt any  large  increase  in  the  number  of 
books  of  a  general  nature,  the  development 
of  the  part  of  the  library  above  mentioned 
has  been  adopted  as  the  fixed  policy  of  the 
Library  Committee.
